Jerry : 
Here is what I did to support my 25ft fiberglass fishing pole. 


Measure the outside diameter of the base of your pole and visit your 
local home depot or 

other hardware store. What you need to buy is a 3ft length of ABS pipe 
that has a large 

enough inside diameter for the pole to fit into (but not too large), an 
ABS cap to fit the pipe, 

2 large stainless steel hoseclamps (large enough to go around the pipe 
with 

some extra room), and a 3ft section of aluminum angle stock that is 
large enough that the 

ABS pipe can fit against it. 


I ended up with 


a 3 ft piece of 1 1/2" abs 
a 1/8" X 1 1/2" x 3' aluminum angle stock 


I cut the abs pipe to 16" and glued the cap on one end. 

I cut the angle stock to approx 24" with a hacksaw and then made a 
v-cut to 

make one end of the stock pointy (ie it becomes a metal stake). 


Here is where a picture would be worth a thousand words .... 


Nest the abs pipe into the V of the angle stock so that the open end of 
the pipe is up and the pointy end of the angle stock is down and secure 
with the two hose clamps. 

You will want to make sure that about an inch or so of the stock 
protrudes 

above the abs pipe as this is what you pound on with a rubber mallet to 
get in 

into the ground. Then extend your fishing pole and drop it down into 
the open abs pipe and you are in business. 


This will give you about 7 or so inches of stake in the ground 

which will work ok on grass. If you plan to use it on the beach or in 
more 

loosely packed soil I suggest increasing the length of the piece of 
angle stock 

so that you have maybe a foot that you can pound into the ground. 


I suggest that you use a rubber mallet as a hammer will tend to dent 
the aluminum. If weight 

isn't an issue you could use a steel angle stock and perhaps a small 
sledge as this would work 

much better if you have to contend with slightly rocky soil. 


One other hint .... if you are a perfectionist and want to minimize 
lean resulting from not driving the 

stake in straight you can buy a plastic Post and Pipe level that you 
can attach on to the stake with an 

elastic when you are driving the stake into the ground. 


I recently used this setup to operate from 3 different lighthouses on 
the east coast. 


Using a bigger diameter abs pipe and slightly larger angle stock you 
could extend this concept to 


make a support of a DK9SQ mast or the MFJ equivalent.

P.S. If you want some hints on antennas read on. 

If you are only looking to work the high bands (ie 10m thru 20m) try 
using a vertical 

doublet taped to the fishing pole. Since my pole was only 25 ft I made 
a 24ft doublet 

using a small PVC pipe T fitting as the center insulator ... and fed 
it with lightweight TV 

twin lead. The flat part of the T with a hole in each end becomes the 
dipole insulator ... 

the bottom part of the T is used for strain relief for the feedline 
connection 

(secure the twinlead to the the bottom of the T using a couple of small 
plastic cable ties). 

I mount the T insulator against the fishing pole using a 3 inch piece 
of black foam water pipe insulation 

wrapped around the pole to protect it .. then I use plastic cable ties 
around the T and the foam insulation 

to secure the top and bottom of the insulator to the fishing pole. 

I found that even though a 24ft antenna is a bit small for 20m it still 
radiates quite effectively 

and the advantage of using a vertical doublet is that you can operate 
without any supports 

other than the pole ... just keep the kiddies away from the base. With 
an MFJ or DK9SQ mast 

you could come very close to a full sized vertical dipole for 20M and 
could easily cover 30m 

with this antenna as well. 


If you want to operate the antenna in an inverted vee configuration, 
simply drill a 3/8" hole down through the top of 

the T insulator and slide the T insulator over the top of the fishing 
pole. This allows the center insulator 

to slide down to usually about the second section of the pole which can 
better support the weight/tension 

of the inverted Vee than the very thin top section of the pole. It 
sacrifices a couple of feet in feedpoint height 

for the preservation of the top section of the fishing pole.

Awhile back, someone asked about adding additional audio stages to 
a SWxx+ series rig to be able to drive a speaker. I didn't respond 
at that time as I had not tried the following adding an additional 
audio amp. to that rig. I've since done it, and it works just fine. 


The audio amplifier that I added was a K8IQY Islander Amplifier, 
published in NJQRP Homebrewer Magazine #6, and detailed on the 
web at: http://www.njqrp.org/qhbextra/6/6g.html 


You can build the amplifier Manhattan-style, either with the Islander 
cutter, or, by glueing 1/32 inch thick pads to where the Islander 
cut pads would be. Using SMT parts is also optional; I've built 


the amplifier both ways, with equal results. 


Attached to my homebrew, Manhattan-style SW30++, this amplifier will 
drive a modest speaker to room filling volume. Actually, far more than is 
needed for normal listening. 


The NJQRP gang was selling an amplifier kit, but I didn't see it listed 
on their web site at the moment. Not to worry, all of the parts are 
available from Mouser, and other major suppliers I'd guess.

Gang, 
Time for yet another post on QRP Afield... 


Steve NOTU, Steve NOMHQ, and Dave NKOE (me, the one who's not Steve) set out 
on the trail at 7 AM to conquer, camp, and emit RF from the top of Raspberry 
Mountain, just west of Monument, Colorado and north of our usual Field Day 
camp on Mount Herman. Although probably no more than a mile and a half in 
length, the trail starts at 7400 ft ASL and climbs at a 30-degree slope in 
places, finishing on the top of Raspberry mountain at 8600 ft ASL. On this 
day, especially with our overstuffed packs, the top of the mountain had to 
be xearnedx. We hiked straight to the west from the trailhead, following the 
draw between Raspberry Mountain and Mt. Herman until we reached the ridge 
line between the two. Many places on the trail were so steep that we could 
just about touch the ground with our hands as we leaned forward to keep from 
falling backwards. We paced ourselves and reached the top of Raspberry ina 
little less than two hours, and a few minutes later found our campsite--a 
secluded clearing with plenty of trees on a thumb jutting out to the west of 
the main ridgeline (39d 5m 29s N, 104d 55m 45s W). Well off the trail, it 
offered excellent antenna supports and many good spots for tents. All it 


lacked was a creek, but we knew that and were each carrying a gallon or more 
of water for the trip. 


After spending the usual few minutes rejoicing at having dropped our packs, 
we set out to erect our antennas and get on the air, as the contest had 
already begun. The trees sensed this, and repeatedly they thwarted our 
efforts to put lines into them, either repelling the rocks attached to our 
strings, or eating the string entirely. Both Steve NOTU and I had antenna 
support strings consumed. Do you remember Charlie Brown's kite-eating tree? 
We found the kite xstringx eating trees! But Steve NOMHQ came to our rescue, 
making daring throws and snagging the stuck lines (and the rocks to which 
they were tied) with yet another line and removing them from the trees, 
denying the carnivorous trees a meal. Finally we each got support lines up 
and back to the ground. I erected my half-size G5RV in an inverted vee, and 
Steve NOTU put up his Norcal doublet in the same configuration. 


Steve NOMHQ, once he finished sniggering at the foibles of the others, 
launched his own antenna, an inverted Y for 20 meters. Steve's antenna is 
seldom used in the field (at least as far as I can tell) but is quite easy 
to put up and is a good performer. It's simply a 1/4 wave vertical with the 
feed point elevated so that the two radials extend downward at 45 degree 
angles. Pruned for resonance on 20m when first constructed, it requires no 
tuner when used on 20m, is very lightweight, and doesn't require much 
feedline. In addition, only one wire goes up into the tree, meaning that 
there are no radiators to untangle from branches as you pull them out to the 
side like you would for a dipole. Steve NOTU and I both listened to this 
antenna through NOMHQ's SST and were impressed at the performance. Steve 
NOMHQ's entire portable station would fit inside the empty case of a K1! 


While NOMHQ was using his SST, Steve NOTU and I both had K1 four-bangers 
with the ATU option--essentially identical rigs. NOTU used a BNC-to-banana 
plug adapter to connect his balanced feedline to his K1, without any balun, 
and reported good results although in some cases the geometry of the 
feedline had to be adjusted. After some lunch we jumped on the bands, 
finding 20m very active but 15m less so. There were many European stations 
on 15m, too, in a different contest. Doc KOEVZ was probably the first 
contact for everybody in the group, as his signal was a veritable beacon on 
20m early in the contest. It was fun for me to work familiar call signs 
throughout the contest--it'd been awhile since the last time I was on the 
air. 


Note to competitive QRP Afield'ers--don't compete in field contests from a 
scenic location in the field. We all found the surroundings to be 
distracting with their beauty, and the urge to explore and commune with 
nature was strong. We found ourselves operating almost sporadically throught 
the contest period, taking frequent breaks to stretch our legs, enjoy the 
view, and to go exploring. It was truly a beautiful day--sunny without being 
stifling, slightly breezy without being windy. To only sit and play radio 


would be to waste the opportunity to enjoy just being there. So, our scores 
will probably be lousy. 


We swapped bands periodically, as you might expect, and on one of my stints 
on 15m things really seemed to be quiet, but European stations working a 
different contest were really booming in. Now, this is kind of a new 
experience for me, as I don't chase DX much and don't really hear it much 
from my shack. But as I was hunting for QRP Afield'ers, I stumbled upon SK3W 
calling CQ TEST. After listening to a few exchanges I figured out the that 
exchange was just RST and a serial number. So, I gave him a call with my 
five watts and wire antenna from my mountaintop shack. He came back to me 
the first time! (Okay, I know that many of you guys do this routinely, but 
still, how cool is it to work a station in Sweden when you're running 5W 
from a mountaintop?) I worked three other stations pretty easily--ohOta, 
sk0x, and ohéac. 


Activity in the QRP contest was a little sporadic at times. I spent a fair 
amount of my on-air time calling CQ, and would run a few stations and then 
nothing for several minutes. I was using my GOLog logging program on the 
Palm and my Serial CW Sender for handling the keying, and it was really 
working pretty well for handling all the logging, duping, and sending tasks. 


Things quieted down for us in the evening--we took time off to cook and eat 
our suppers on a rock ledge overlooking another ridgeline to the west, and 
we were treated to a fine sunset. Temps dropped quickly after that, with 
Steve NOTU retreating to his tent early (with his rig), and I packed up my 
rig at about 8:30 PM. 


Temps reached about 35 deg F by morning, and I wasn't eager to climb out of 
my sleeping bag until the sun rose. A mist hung in the air and obscured any 
real sunshine until 9:30 AM or so. Steve NOTU spent the early morning hours 
draining our last battery, and worked several stations while running 500 mW. 
We finally packed up and left our campsite about 10:45 AM, taking a 
different trail back down the mountain. Unfortunately, none of us really 
knew where the trail would lead us, and eventually we hopped off the trail 
and bushwacked through dense pine forest and fields of scrub oak back in the 
direction we knew we had to go. Finally, we found the trail we wanted and 
got back to the car, tired but pleased with our trip. A couple miles later 
we were at NOTU's house, enjoying one of his homebrewed beers and telling 
each other what a great weekend it was. 


To recap: 


Feet of elevation gained: 1200 

Miles hiked: 5 

Stations worked: 50 

Enjoying Raspberry Mountain: Priceless. 


Hope your QRP Afield outings were as great as ours!

I clamp the wire 
small vise, stripped side up. Then I put the contact over the 
wire end, and poke small gauge solder through the opening.

ON4UN's book explains the advantages of balanced but non-resonant elevated 
radials (much easier to obtain balanced currents to maintain the vertical 
null) and W4RNL's website explains the advantages of balanced but 
non-resonant horizontal doublets of certain "magical" lengths and sufficient 
elevation fed with balanced line and a tuner (covers a range of bands with a 
more stable pattern). Given these, why doesn't the same advantage occur with 
a non-resonant monopole of particular lengths over the balanced but 
nonresonant elevated radials of the same length fed by paired line and a 


tuner? Both authors appear to recommend only resonant monopoles. As a 
newbie, I'm likely missing something here but what?

Folks: 


As we had to make a trip to the other side of SD, a 5 hour drive, to 
pick up my mother in law, I decided to go mobile for the contest with 


the K1 and an external small gel cell battery. The antenna was an 
ancient Hustler magnetically mounted on the top of the car. I didn't 
want to miss this great event! 


I really didn't expect to set the world on fire with this set up, but 
it would allow me to get on for the contest, and make just a few QSO', 
or so I thought. 


What happened next was totally unexpected. 


I began on 20M, but found that for some reason the K-1 wasn't putting 
out power on that band. So at the next "pit" stop. I changed the 
resonator to 15. The rig loaded up fine on that band. I didn't hear any 
QRP contester's, so put out a few CQ's on 21.060. A DL5 came back! It 
was obvious that he was participating in another contest. I gave him 
what I thought would probably be the correct exchange, and he seemed 
happy. I never did tell him that I was QRP, but as I signed K7RE/M, he 
at least knew that I was mobile. He also thanked me several times for 
the SD multiplier. 


I went QRZ, and started working a string of DX which included SM3, DL6, 
DL8, OHO, LA7, and a great short QSO with PAOLPE who was running a K-2. 
I did eventually work lot's of QRP folks for the Afield contest, and 
some stations who were in the WA state QSO Party called me too. 


I kept thinking of how amazing this all was. The antenna only 6 feet 
high, a very small radio running off of a small gel cell, and here I am 
going down the road (wife is driving of course) with DX calling ME! 


Of course the real reason behind this euphoria was that the 
propagation on 15 was superb. However, there is a very important lesson 
to be learned here. xALWAYS*x try the higher frequency bands when looking 
for a QSO, contest or not. I know that this has been brought up before, 
but many still don't believe that a band can be open, or just don't take 
the few seconds to check. Remember, generally, the higher the open 
frequency, the easier it is to make QSO's on QRP. 


High points in the contest itself were working Dave Benson, K1SWL, 
himself, AL7JK in AK, with a very nice signal QRP-QRP, HA7UG at 5W, and 
G3KYF/QRP. Also I think that it bears mentioning, that you antenna 
restricted folks should have renewed hope, now that we are heading into 
Winter, and the higher HF bands are picking up. Almost any wire antenna 
would have improved my signal I am sure, over my mobile whip. It IS 
indeed very possible to work DX during a contest, with a very minimal 
antenna, and 5W. The Key? Listen, try it! Just do it! 


As always, thanks to the NE QRP club guys who put on this event. Now, 
to find out what has rattled loose on the 20M position of the K-1. Thank 


goodenss that this rig is so darn easy to work on. My soldering iron 
was getting lonely anyway ;).

I exchanged my linear 
pot for an aidio taper. The results were very similar to what I saw 
from the linear taper that I had originally. This would seem to 
support your suggestion of a low impedance circuit. I ended up using 
a resistor to connect the hot terminal and the wiper as Jim suggests. 
Still not a linear response but it did move the response curve down to 
the first 30% of the pot. ( much better for me )

Robin and the group. The antenna that I use at my home qth is the NorCal 
Doublet. It is very easy to build. Get a piece of computer cable with 4 
conductors 50 feet long. (Yeah, the gray stuff). Next measure off 22 ft. 

I step it off, but you can use a ruler or a yardstick or a meter stick 
(don't forget to do the conversion, grin) or even a tape measure. But 
somehow determine where 22 feet is. Strip the outer two conductors down to 
the 22 ft mark. These will become the two legs of the dipole. Cut of the 
inner two conductors about 2 inches above the 22 ft. mark, i.e. at 21 ft. 10 
in. Now loop this the remaining two inches of the center two conductors 


through the eye of a #1 fishing swivel and secure with a cable tie.. Hoist 
the swivel into the air as high as you can get it, it is the center support 
for your doublet. Tie string to the ends of the two 22 ft. sections and tie 
off to supports. The remaining 28 £t. of computer cable now becomes your 
feedline. Tah Dah. You are finished. You now have a NorCal Doublet. You 
need to use a balanced line tuner with it, MFJ, NorCal BLT, or ZM-2, but it 
will tune on all bands 10 - 40 and give the same basic coverage pattern on 
all bands. This antenna was developed by me from ideas stolen from Dave 
Gauding and Jim Duffey. It works great, I have had many, many qso's on it. 
It is easy to put up and take down, stores in a baggie, and is fun to use. 
It isn't a beam, but it will be effective for you. I have worked 46 states 
and 7 foreign countries with mine in very casual operating. All with less 
than 5 watts of power.

In 2002, 263 Qs all together excluding 2m FM. I spend the bulk of my 
operating time chasing DX in and out of contests, the occasional QRP 
contest (thanks NJQRP for last nights sprint!), and I try to make the 
fox hunts every week. 10 meters is the band I primarily operate SSB 
on, nearly always QRP (5W) but occasionally 20W or 50W depending on 
how bad the QSB is. 


QSOs by mode: 80% CW, 20% SSB with 3 PSK31 QSOs. 


QSOs by band: Over 100 Qs on 10m alone. Over 60 Qs on 20m and more 
than 50 Qs on 40m. 30m is a distant fourth at 18 Qs and 15m just a 
little less at 16 Qs. A handful of Qs on 17m. I want to spend more 
time on 30m, 17m and 15m DXing this fall. 


Rigs: FT1OOOMP, K1, SMK-1, Rock Mite 40m (20m soon!). I also have an 
OHR100A for 30m and Icom751A but both are now backup rigs. 


Antennas: End fed 85' Inverted L with top at 27'. The antenna 
connects directly to the antenna tuner with only a short 6' feedline 
to the rig from the tuner. Earlier in the year I had a 66' end fed 
inverted V drooped over the apex of the roof at 25'.
